Text There are major investment possibilities for the iron and steel ind- 
istry of the Andean Group in the coming years which could make those nations 
leading producers in Latin America, according to an official report by the 
Cartagena Agreenent Board, 


A proposal by the Board indicates that by 1965 Bolivia, Colombia, Bouador, 
Peru and Jeneguela, the signatories of the Cartagena Agreement, should be 
able to produce 10.4 million tons of steel, valued at approximately $3 billion. 


The proposal has already been submitted to the governments of the five member 
states for thelr consideration, says the report. It emphasizes that the 
proposal was approved by the technical integration organisation “after many 
technical studies, working meetings with experts and consultations with the 
governments of the Andean area and representatives of the private sector,” 


According to the Board's forecast, by 1985 Venezuela will be producing 7 
million tons of steel; Colombia, 1.5 million; Peru, 1 million; Beuador, 700,000, 
and Bolivia, 500,000, 


Steel Proposal 


The steel proposal ror the Andean Group envisions meeting the steel needs of 
the subregion, rationalizing steel production in order to obtain accelerated 
development in an efficient way, stimulating the establishment of the iron 
and steel industry in Bolivia and Bouador, and making rational use of exist- 
ing resources in the subregion, while conserving non-renewable natural res- 
ources. 


"In addition, the Board's proposal includes the establishment of channels for 
trading products and inputs in this sector among the Andean nations, exporta- 
tion of iron and steel products from the subregion to foreign markets, pro- 
motion of modernization of existing plants, and use of the subregion's cap- 
acity in terms of engineering, consultation and equipment manufacture,” 

adds the report. 

















Tne document drawn up by the technical organization envisions a series o! 
joint actions by the Andean community to Unprove development and growth in 
the Lron and steel sector, particularly in Bolivia, where there is not yet 
ny activity in this area, and in Eouador, where the sector is incipient, 


Anong the Joint actions foreseen in this industrial program is the creation 
‘f a Multinational Lron and Steel Technology Enterprise and of a Multina- 
tional lron and Steel Marketing Enterprise. 

Among the products to be turned out are pig iron, iron alloys, sponge iron, 
finished and semi-finished goods such as bars, wire rod, shapes, rails, 
coils, sheet metal, wire, and pipes. 


The steel products will be the main inputs for other industries such as the 
metalworking and iron and steel industries. 


The Cartagena Agreement Board has proposed the following initial steps: 


~-Exchange information regarding the plans and expansion projects .f the most 
representative industries of the sector, 


--Join efforts to coordinate national plans and projects with a view to tak- 
ing full advantage of the possibilities of the Andean market. 


--Adopt joint measures to obtain financing from international credit agencies 
in order to carry out projects of common interest. 


The proposal also includes a series of specific actions to promote iron and 
steel development in Bolivia and Ecuador.

DOMINICAN, VENEZUELAN PRESIDENTS SIGN COOPERATION PP GRAM 
FLO91226 Santo Domingo Radio Mil Network in Spanish 1000 GMT 9 Oct 80 


(Text) The presidents of the Dominican Republic and Venezuela last night 
signed an ambitious program of cooperation between the two countries, 
including the partial financing of Venezuelan oil sales to this country. 

The details of the program were released in a joint communique after the 
signing [of the program] by President Luis Herrera Campins and his Dominican 
counterpart Antonio Guzman, 


fhe program includes cooperation plans in the fields of energy, mines, trade, 
agriculture, financing and renewable resources. In the energy and mines 
sector, Venezuela pledges to send hydrocarbons exploration technicians to 
this country. By virtue of the agreement signed last night, Venezuela also 
pledges to undertake a study to determine the possibilities of the Dominican 
oil refinery adjusting to a larger supply of natural crude oils, especially 
those resulting from the agreement between Venezuela and Mexico. The study 
also will cover problems of transportation, storage, marketing and available 
technological capacities. 


Regarding the energy field, the agreement states the following: It is 
agreed that the same conditions applicable to current supplies will be main- 
tained until the aforementioned commercial agreements are signed and until 
experts of the two countries determine the necessary technical changes in 
the installations of the [Dominican] oil refinery. 


it is also planned to send a Venezuelan mission to work with the national 
energy policy committee to draft energy policies and to design mechanisms 
to interpret the  .vaduct of the Dominican energy system.

CUBAN EXPERTS ADVISE UNAN ON EDUCATIONAL PLANNING 
Managua LA PRENSA in Spanish 20 Sep 80 p 5 
[Article: "UNAN Asked Cuba For Help") 


[Text] The University Political Committee of UNAN [National Autonomous 
University of Nicaragua] asked the Cuban Ministry of Higher Education for 
help in planning our higher education, according co information published 
in the National Council of Higher Education's (CNES) "Green Book." 


Cuba Replies 


In reply, a planning team, consisting of five Cuban specialists, came to 
Nicaragua, looked into various aspects of the national life of the 
university and the remaining most important educational centers, as well 
as those relating specifically to: 


1. The teaching of medicine; 2. the training of professors; and 3. land 
and cattle sciences. 


The Elaboration of an Immediate Plan for 1980/81 


Because of the difficulty in obtaining statistical information and the 
crisis in the university organization, the Cuban team decided to deal with 
the immediate priorities that would normalize university activity and that 
would make it possible to overcome the most serious deficiencies in the 
educational teaching process. Therefore plans were worked out for 1980/81, 
but premises to be applied over a longer-term period were also elaborated. 


According to a report of the UNAN Office of Planning in Leon, the Cuban 
planning team proposed a suitable program that included objectives for 
a university plan and the national aims for soci@conomic growth. 
Point of Departure 


The UNAN Office of Planning regards the study as a preliminary attempt and 
a point of departure for the attainment of a true, prospective plan for 














the development ot higher education in Nicaragua, as a function of the 
revolutionary process which the country ts experiencing. 


Upon completion of their work, the Cuban officials, members of the planning 
team, thanked the Nicaraguan leaders, officials, professors, and other 
persons who in one way or another gave them their most earnest cooperation 
with respect to the development of their modest work. 


Preparations tor the First Semester 


The two universities and other centers worked feverishly on the Curriculum 
Change (homework programs, preparation of professors) in accordance with an 
outline of agreed-upon items. 


Profese rs, students, deans, and rectors worked on the curriculum change 
programs--all of them guided by orientation and direction from CNES, the 
Higher Nationa! Council, the governing organization for that branch in 
accordance with its constitutive decree, No 325 of the JGRN [Junta of the 
Government of National Reconstruction]. 


Nicaraguan university students will begin their regular curriculum at the 
beginning of October 1980. A seminar for professors will be given prior 
to the start of the 1980/81 student curriculum.

CUBAN DELEGATE SPEAKS AT UN CRIME PREVENTION CONGRESS 
Havana GRANMA in Spanish 4 Sep 80 p 5 


[Text] Caracas, 3 September (PL)--The murders in Bolivia committed by 
drug dealers given top military ranks were condemned by Cuba at the 
Fourth UN Congress on the Prevention of Crime and Treatment of Criminals 
being held here. 


The president of the Criminal Court of Cuba's Supreme Peo; 2's liibunal, 
Jose Garcia Alvarez, made the proposal to condemn the Bo: \‘an coup 
plotters when he spoke on "The Crime and Abuse of Powers © es and 
Criminals Outside the Reach of the Law." 


The Cuban delegate said that the congress should condemn those 
governments chat commit such misdeeds and allow bands organized and 
directed hy imperialism to torture, kill, threaten and persecute peaceful 
citizens. 


He also stressed "that this congress will not fulfill its duty if it 
does not denounce the crimes committed by the government junta in El 
Salvador," and that it will lose "prestige in the eyes of the world if 
it does not condemn the violations being committed in South Africa, 
Guatemala and Chile." 


He also said that the crime of abuse of economic power, of which the 
transnational companies are guilty, is one of che methods used by 
imperialism to impose its will on underdeveloped countries. 


Gercia recalled how the transnational companies joined the blockade 
imposed by the United States against Cuba and the IADB's refusal to 
grant credit to the democratic government of murdered president Salvador 
Allende but “granted it to Augusto Pinochet's dictatorship." 


"It is necessary," he emphasized, "to prevent the transnational companies 
in the future from becoming involved in the decisions of the under- 
developed countries to the detriment of their sovereignty, corrupting 
their officials and grossly violating tariff, fiscal and any other laws 
of underdeveloped nations."

VISITING BRITISH GENERAL SUGGESTS MILITARY EXPLAIN DISAPPEARANCTS 
Ruenos Aires LA PRENSA in Spanish 22 Sep 80 p 5 


[Text!) Sritieh Gen Richard Clutterbuck, an expert on terroriem and 
subversion, hat stated that “armed action has been very effective in 
Argentina in defeating 10,000 terrorists between 1975 and 19786." He 
noted, however, that "it would be a very good idea for the government 
totry and give ae many explanations as possible about missing persone,” 
le felt, nonetheless, that “it would be absolutely impossible to 
account for every missing person," 


The 6l<year old Clutterbuck retired from the British Army at 55, 
earned 4 doctorate in political science from Cambridge University and 
is currently teaching the subject at Exeter. He fought on the front 
in the Second World War and in 196° began studying the problem of 
terroriem in the world on the basis of reporte and research. 


in statements to the press on the second to last day of his visit to 
Argentina, he eaid that the crackdown on subversion here “has been 
really remarkable,” pointing out that “the ERP [People's Revolutionary 
Army) has been destroyed, and the ‘Montoneros’ are either in hiding or 
not engaged in terrorist activities.” 


He clarified that the figure of 10,000 terrorists “included the 46,000 
that I think the Armed Forces have slain.” 


He indicated that among the others “are those in jail, those who have 
left the country unofficially, those who have gone underground with 
false documentation and those who are unaccounted for, in other words, 
those considered miesing.” 


Examples 


He said that there were various reasons why “it will be quite difficult 
to specify names or ttumbers of missing persons.” 














He gave the following examples "During an armed confrontation a 
vehicle ts Blown up, bodies fly about and cannot be reconstructed, 

No one knows who ie who then, Some people get around with false 
documentation inside or outside the country after having gone under= 
ground, Some subversives in prison do not want their names revealed 
because they are afraid that that would jeopardise them, And there 
are 4ieo subversive elements that have been eliminated by their 
comrades,” 

"It is absolutely impossible to account for all of the missing persona,” 
the British general noted, but he felt that "it would be a very good 
idea for the government to try, nonetheless, to give a8 many explana- 
tions a8 possible in thie regard, about a6 many cases of missing 
persons a8 it can, because that would enhance its image overseas." 


He pointed out that he wae quite familiar with the situation in 
Argentina and that the “government has acknowledged its responsibility 
for slayings in armed confrontations with terrorists." 


Not All Sainte 


He noted, nevertheless, that “there are no Armed Forces in the world 
about which you can say thet everyone in them is a saint,” adding that 
“these ‘non-saints’ could at a given moment have overstepped the 
bounds of the law and killed individuals outright.” 


He streseod that “it is impossible to determine how many people have 
been climinated in that fashion. Relying on his experience as an 
army man who fought in the war, he aeserted that “it is impossible in 
any war in our world to determine who killed whom and under exactly 
what circumstances.” He then commented: “Here in Argentina there was 
a var.” 


Unique Development 


In listing the reasons why, in his judgment, "it will be quite difficult 
to specify names and numbers of missing persons,” Clutterbuck indicated 
that some of these reasons “are common to several countries,” but 

“what is not so common and instead seems to be a unique development 

in Argentina, is that all of these reasone have come together.” 


He said that he began looking into terrorism in Argentina in 1969 as 
well.

"LA PRENSA’ REJECTS PLO ATTEMPTS TO JOIN IMP, WORLD BANK

[Editorial: “The PLO as an ‘Observer'"] 


[Text] Perhaps encouraged by the obvious political standing it hae 
achieved in international organizations such as the 110 and UNESCO and, 
in particular, in several European countries, the Palestine Liberation 
Organization has in recent monthe intensified ite efforts to seek obser- 
ver status in the International Monetary Fund and the World Bank. 

The first step in thie direction wae taken at the Belgrade meeting in 
October 1979 when the group of 77, which consists of 119 developing 
countries, managed to have 4 committee set up to consider the matter, 
even though this organization does not officially represent any nation 
and is not an international financial inetitution. 


The issue of whether to admit the PLO or not into these institutions 
should be taken up and resolved by their directors before the annual 
joint assembly to begin on the 30th of this month in Washington. We do 
not know, however, whether they will have the backing of an absolute 
majority of their members, without which binding decisions cannot be 
made. Moreover, decisions by the boards of directors require the 
support of two-thirds of the membership and 85 percent of the voting 
power. Although the Arab nations and the "Third World" countries make 
up 4 majority from a numerical standpoint, they do not have the needed 
voting power. 


But aside from the pro forma, procedural matters now under study, 
which have brought the negotiations to a standstill, what is note- 
worthy is the absence of a clear-cut attitude toward the endeavor by 
the PLO, which besides lacking the qualifications to influence or 
even "observe" international financial transactions, is a political 
force with undisguisable pro-Soviet leanings and clearly warlike 
designs in the Middle East. The knowledge that the PLO is a 
terrorist organization bent on the destruction of Israel, among other 
things, would presumably suffice to reject in advance its demands for 
involvement in matters that are the exclusive province of organizations 
created to strengthen peace among nations and to promote their

momac afd suecial progress, But it would seem a8 if the pressures and 
il boyeott threate by Arab countriee are the only factor worthy of 
conmeideration whenever the PLO sete ite sights on 4 new goal, in 
patent disregard for the norme established in international conventions 
lt a8 not hard to explain why under such conditions the terrorist 
organization hae managed to secure observer statue in major world 
bodies, side=by-side with responsable, constitutionally established 
fhatione, 


Ae far ae the PLO's admission into the LMF and World Bank is concerned, 
reports from Washington suggest that support will not be widespread 

for sucha move, hoting 48 @ positive sign that only three Latin 
American countries, Nicaragua, Grenada and Panama, are reportedly 
willing to back ite admission, At the same time, the indication is 
that Mexico, seconding a U.S. proposal, will vote to have the issue 
“deferred,” 


ve believe that “deferrals” do not resolve problems, The PLO cannot 

be given a place on the boards of these influential financial 
institutions, not even ae an “observer,” because it is not legitimately 
entitled to one. This ia what can and must be stated before the 
scheduled joint meeting, without waiting for the passage of time to 
soften frictions and pave the way for votes of acquiescence.

BRITISH MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE SEEKS CLOSER COOPERATLON 
Buenos Aires LA PRENSA in Spanish 21 Sep 80 Sec 3 p 3 


[Text] The British minieter of agriculture, fisheries and food, Peter 
Walker, has proposed a substantial increase in agricultural cooperation 
between his country and Argentina, noting that this “could have an 
appreciable impact on the economies of the two countries in the 1980's," 
Walker arrived in thie capital on an offical visit that will last until 
25 September and during which he will meet with high-level government 
officials and representatives of agriculture and the food industry. 


At a meeting with newsmen shortly after his arrival, the minister 
suggested various forms of cooperation, ranging from trade to joint 
technological research and the formation of joint enterprises. 


Walker is convinced of the importance of strengthening ties between 
the two countries and in his book "Great Britain's Progress" he 
underscored the opportunities that Great Britain has lost by not 
having closer links with countries such as Argentina and Venezuela. 


Forms of Cooperation 


In mentioning various forms of cooperation, Minister Walker pointed 
out first of all that because of its much different geographic 
location Argentina could supply Great Britain with specific food 
items, apples for example, that it could not grow due to seasonal 
factors. 


He added that his country was currently Europe's number one importer 
of wines and that consumption was on the rise. "We will not be able 
to produce enough of it, and here is a good opportunity for fine 
Argentine wines," he noted. 


After pointing oui that his country had to feed a population of 55 
million, he underscored that it had become the largest producer of 
grains and milk in Europe through an intensive use of its land.

"To achieve this goal we make major investments in research (60 million 
pounds a year), improving breeding cattle and eradicating diseases," 
the minister added, 


He then pointed out that the reaults of thie research might be of 
intereat to Argentina, and in view of the evidence that thise country 
also does a great deal of research in agricultural technology, he 
suggested joint research as another form of cooperation, 


Processing Companies 


Walker mentioned later that Gree! Britain has the largest food process= 
ing companies in Europe, noting that here was another field with 
numerous opportunities for cooperation. 


In this regard, he suggested that these companies could invest in 
Argentina, that they could undertake joint ventures with Argentine 
firms and even that Argentine capital could partially or totally 
acquire British agricultural concerns. 


Walker stressed that such a move would afford Argentina more direct 
access to European markets and would, in exchange, make it easier for 
British firms to move into Latin America. 


"If an Argentine businessman notices that a British firm produces an 
agricultural input that hie country needs, I do not see why he cannot 
invest in it and even buy it so that he can then sell to Argentina, 
South America and Europe," he said. 


The minister stressed this possibility but he avoided specifying 
whether his proposal was based on a detailed assessment of available 
capital in Argentina, saying that it was simply "a suggestion.” 


Nevertheless, he expressed hope regarding the outcome of the talks that 
he is scheduled to hold this week with government officials and 
business leaders of the food processing sector. 


He underscored in this regard that he was accompanied by representatives 
of the major business groups in his country in the field of agro- 
industry, who will also come into contact with their Argentine counter- 
parts. 


Among the firms represented, he said, were England's largest food 
processor, the largest producer of chocolates and candy, the major 
manufacturers of farw implements and even the National Dairy Industry 
Board, which he described as “the largest purchaser, processor and 
distributor of dairy products in the world." 
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le again expressed his confidence that agreements might take shape and 
said that although their impact would not be felt in the immediate 
future, "they could have an appreciable impact on the economies of 

the two countries during the 1980's," 


Meat and Graine 


With regard to meat and grain trade, the British minister said that 
his country purchased meat in various markets according to the variety, 
noting that Argentina was one of its main suppliers of beef. 


As far as grains are concerned, he pointed out that grain output had 
expanded a great deal in his country and that it has begun to export 
some types. "On the other hand, we need high-protein grains Like 
soybeans, which we will have to import in large quantities." 


Dairy Goods Surplus in the European Common Market 


Walker noted that relations between Great Britain and its partners in 
the European Common Market in the field of agriculture were currently 
good, but he came out against subsidies to liquidate surpluses, as 

is now the case with dairy goods. 


He added that for this reason England had opposed a dairy products 
price increase in the community, noting that they were ultimately 
boosted by just 2.5 percent over the last 2 years, as compared to a 
15 percent rise in costs. 


As agriculture minister, Walker represents Great Britain in the 

EEC negotiations on budgets and concessions, an important job if we 
bear in mind that 75 percent of the EEC's budget has to do with the 
common farm policy. 


Walker gained prestige in his country in the wake of the negotiations 
held early this year, which led to a major cut in Britain's contribution 
to the EEC budget, which had been regarded as too large.

VROP IN MEAT EXPORTS RELATED TO RATE EXCHANGE POLICY 
Buenos Aires CONVICCLON in Spanish 23 Sep 80 p 15 


(Text}] During July of this year, Argentine meat exports underwent a marked 
decline. In comparison with the same period last year, they dropped by 
37,000 tons, representing losses of $60 million. 


According to the latest report from the National Meat Board, approximately 
40,000 tons were marketed abroad, as compared with 77,000 tons, at a total 
price of S93 million, as compared with $153 million, during the first 7 
months of 1980, Thus, the country failed to earn about $116 million, owing 
to a difference of 172,000 tons. 





The most noteworthy reductions for the month were observed in the bovine 
cattle sector, wherein $48 million in sales was recorded, $40 million less 
than in July of last year. The beef in quarters dropped from $11 million 

to $164,000; the beef in cuts declined from $42 million to $25 million; the 
manufactures, from $10 million to $7 million; the canned beef, from $14 mil- 
lion to $10 million; and the cooked beef, from $7.7 millon to $5.5 million. 


Mutton products, in turn, lost $700,000; horsemeat products lost $400,000; 
and refrigerated sausage meat lost $2 million. 


Changes in the Final Destination of the Exports 


Similarly, there have been significant changes occurring in the final desti- 
nation of the exports. The most obvious is the sharp rise of the Soviet Union, 
which went from purchases of $15.6 million between January and July 1979 to 
purchases of $110 million, and from 10th place in the "ranking of buyers" to 
first place, multiplying the 1979 level by six. It is left to the imagina- 
tion to consider what the status of Argentine meat sales would be if the 
Eastern nation had not increased its orders in this way. 


The United States ranks in second place, with $75 million, or $21 million 
less than during the previous cycle. 


Third place is occupied by the United Kingdom, with $72 million, as compared 
with $65 million in 1979. Next is the Federal Republic of Germany, with 
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§50 million, in contrast to $61 million last year, For its part Greece, 
which in 1979 was the tourth-ranking purchaser, is now fifth, with expendi- 
tures of $20 million, or $16 million less, 


Following these countries, in order, are: The Netherlands, with $13,5 mil- 
lion; Switzerland, with $12.5 million; France, with $12.5 million; Israel, 
with $11 million; and, finally, Italy, with $10 million. 


From the date cited above, one can readily infer that, with the sole exception 
of the Soviet increase, all the other countries have reduced their purchases, 
The reason must be sought in the lack of offers on the part of the Argentine 
meatpacking plants, owing to the fact that the official exchange policy does 
not allow the recovery in pesos of the internal production costs. At the 
present time, there is a demand for meat and stable prices on the interna- 
tional market which is combined with the depressed internal exchange rate 

to intensify even more the crisis in the exporting meatpacking industry.

FRONDIZI1 DOCUMENT, HARDENING OF JUNTA'S POSITION DISCUSSED

[Excerpts] Regarding Frondizi and Sylvestre Begnis 





The development movement members have traditionally been typified by their 
aptitude for preparing political documents. Hence, it was disappointing 
that former President Frondizi, in his official interview with the minister 
ot interior, had virtually nothing new to say, nothing that would, as on 
other occasions, evoke widespread repercussions in the commentary from the 
nation's public opinion. 


On the contrary, this document contains, as an anachronistic vestige of the 
subjugation, not an evaluation of the economic conditions (always given 
preferential attention by the development movement), but rather a discussion 
of what Peronism could or may be willing to do in conjunction with Dr Fron- 
dizi and with Mr Frigerio and his adherents. 





In brief, the same document which the development movement members could have 
written during the 1960's or 1970's in connection with Peronism is the one 
that they have submitted now to the military authorities, through General 
Harguindeguy; in other words, the second in command of the Grenadiers Regi- 
ment when Dr Frondizi was president of the nation. The same subjugation to 
the real leadership of Peron is the kind expressed now, although on behalf 

of a leadership that is unquestionably far more formal, when the document 
opens with statements relating to the treatment that official Peronism is 
receiving in the dialog policy associated with the government. 


The development movement defends itse]f against this critical statement by 
saying that there was no other way of doing (or rather, writing) things. 

't claims that the MID [Integration and Development Movement] is experiencing 
a phase of sincere tactical alliance with the administration of Mr Bittel, 

and that it was essential to act accordingly. Time will tell what the results 
will be. 
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Concerning the Popular Line 


Moreover, we must say that Frondizi's hand was also active, and certainly 
more successful when addressing the widow of former Governor Carlos Sylvestre 
Begnis to express condolences at his death, In fact, a politically uncertain 
situation ts beginning in Santa Fe, inasmuch as the Popular Line Movement 

had an undisputed strong man in Dr Sylvestre Begnis; but there is distrust 
concerning the strength of the party cadres who have remained armed since 

his demise, 


As an immediate political effect, the death of the former governor has faci- 
litated the understanding between the progressive democrats and the Popular 
Federalist Force, a group with which the friends of Sylvestre begnis also 
maintain strong ties, And, on a longer-term basis, it has given rise to 

a series of speculations concerning the use that might be made, by both the 
Radicals and the members of the development movement, and Dr Alende's intran- 
sigents, of the forces which for a long time served the one who, at the time 
of his death, was bade farewell by politicians of different persuasions. The 
remarkable nature of this coincidence was cited in the funeral oration by 

Dr Horacio Domingorena. 


Official Hardening 


Several events warrant the interpretation that the government has decided 
to harden its ac ion with respect to the development of political activity. 
It is possible that this is due, in part, to the need to remind everyone 
that, however great the natural tendency toward the division of power after 
the election of a new president may be after next week, there is still a 
government carrying out its functions to completion. 


The judicial-police mess of a few weeks ago, when Dr Ricardo Balbin and other 
Radical leaders were summoned to appear at a police headquarters in this 
capital, was a first demonstration that the government did not wish to 

punish anyone, but did want to issue a call to attention of a general nature. 


A similar situation occurred with the police summons made a few days ago to 
the vice president of the Justicialist Party, Mr Deolindo Bittel, following 
a statement in which he appeared to be complaining of the status of a Peron- 
ist youth leader. On that occasion, Bittel was placed ina rather unclear 
position: Not only did he deny that he had been arrested, as some of his 
fellow party members had reported, but he had high esteem for the police for 
the treatment that he had been accorded; and, finally, he ended by admitting 
that his signature at the conclusion of a document making recriminations 
about alleged government positions had been unauthentic. 


Other Examples 


There are also the examples of the Radicals of Cordoba and former Governor 
Menem of La Rioja. The former were prohibited from holding a political 
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studies seminar, because the government was of the opinion that there had 
been too much publicity in the organization, Obviously, the matter of 
excess Ls 4 subjective concept, which the government handles according to 
{ts own judgment, but not in comparison with the publicity and advertising 
that it lends to tts own activities through the news media at its disposal, 
In fact, otherwise it could hardly ban anything for being discussed and 
publicized too much, 


As for Mr Menem, he need not say a single word nor perform a single act to 
have his presence noticed, even in the midst of a crowd of significant size, 
Only in his case, one cannot assume that he has been confined to one locality 
in Formosa for exceeding himself in the dissemination of nothing in particu- 
iar, but rather tor some act the content of which the government considered 
to have exceeded the limit of what is acceptable under the present circum- 
stances, 


In any event, both the martial law and the revolutionary powers which the 
government has assumed, and even the legislation whereby political activities 
are suspended, are increasingly tools that the government has, as if in 
hibernation, so long as limits the existence of which italone is tn a posi- 
tion to evaluate are not exceeded. Thus, a situation with unique features 
has taken shape. On the one hand, no one could, with good sense, claim 

that a dictatorship with classic features is governing in Argentina, because 
even freedom of the press, despite all the obstacles of various kinds that 
reappear periodically, is really extensive considering the standby status 
that exists here. But, on the other hand, by making spasmodic use of the 
restrictive expedients that it has placed in the service of its objectives, 
the government conveys at times, as a result of its intervention, a certain 
sensation of arbitrariness which is by no means in keeping with other types 
of actions, situations and plans that are carried out and declared among its 
own members.

SPECIAL SIGNIFICANCE ACCORDED TO XXI UNITAS MANEUVERS 
Buenos Aires CONVICCION in Spanish 20 Sep 80 pp 12-13 


[Article by Martin Olivera: "The Argentine and United States Navies Create 
Bilateral Cooperation in XXI Unitas") 


[Text] With the arrival of United States Navy vessels in Puerto Belgrano 
today, Operation XXI Unitas is virtually initiated, although the exercises 
will not begin until Monday, and, owing to the special political and stra- 
tegic circumstances that prevail, it should be assessed in all its dimensions. 


Although it is true that this bilateral cooperation between the Argentine and 
United States Navies is not new, nor are the Unitas operations, the current 
course of political relations between Washington and Buenos Aires, the degree 
of training achieved by our Navy and the increasing strategic value of the 
South Atlantic make XXI Unitas an operation with different characteristics. 


The Political Relations and Naval Continuity 


It is well known to the public that, during the past 4 years, the dialog 
between the administration headed by James Carter and the government of the 
National Reorganization Process has not been optimal, owing particularly to 
the pressure from certain State Department sectors associated with the more 
liberal area of the Democratic Party. 


This poor relationship had repercussions in the military realm with the 
application of the terms of the Humphrey-Kennedy amendment, banning the sale 
to Argentina of weapons and all types of military assistance to countries 
which, in the view of the United States Congress, are violating human rights. 


These evaluations which, generally speaking, have not been shared by the 
Armed Forces of the United States, have had to be accepted insofar as their 
consequences are concerned, because of the professionalism that prevails in 
that country, thereby resulting in a cut in military aid. 


But also on the basis of that professionalism, the relations between the 
Armed Forces of Washington and Buenos Aires have not been upset by the 
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political thrashing from the State Department, and material military assin 
tance has been separated from tactical securtty relations, 


Therefore, the Unttasa operation has been held normally in 19/9 and 1980, 

in the framework of the Inter-American Reciprocal Assistance ireaty (TIAR), 
with the slogan "hemispheric solidarity, hemtapheric defense," There is no 
doubt that the United States Navy realizes that, after all, the Argentine 
Navy ts an ally in the increasingly strategic South Atlantic, where the 
Kremlin's eyes and ships are turning more and more, 


The XXI Unitas Exerctses 


Nuring 1980, while an improvement took place in the political relations 
yetween Washington and Buenos Aires (later hampered by the incidents in 
Bolivia), the Navy to Navy dialogs became more intensive, their first visi- 
ble result being the visit paid to Argentina by the U.S. Secretary of the 
Navy, Edward Hidalgo, and the invitation (fulfilled) for a visit to that 
country by two Argentine rear admirals, Lombardo and Allara, 





Hence, we cannot be surprised at the present of a U.S. Navy contingent of 
unquestionable military rank, such as that represented by the destroyer 
"Arthur Radford," the missile destroyer "USS King", the frigate "USS Pharris", 
the nuclear attack submarine "USS Snook" and the aircraft patrol "P=3 Orion" 
which will arrive in Puerto Belgrano today. 


But this event is also closely linked with the state of operational training 
attained by the Argentine Navy, which is virtually the only one in Latin 
America making a real exchange of information with the U.S. Navy within the 
context of the Unitas operation, and not playing a merely passive role as a 
recipient of information, 


Strangely enough, one of the factors that(directly or indirectly) caused the 
Argentine Navy to increase its active participation was the Humphrey-Kennedy 
amendment, which made it necessary to seek replacements for the arms and 
munitions that had been previously purchased from the United States, 


(his replacement was made essentially through the West European countries 
and, although munitions are not items that one buys equally on one side and 
the other, the Argentine Navy made its operational me hinery flexible with- 
out losing performance. 


this fact has now led to a state of military independence which fosters the 
holding of Unitas. That is to say, now Argentina can participate in the 
operation without depending on the United States for supplies. Traditional- 
ly, Washington replaces for the Unitas participants the munitions used in 
the exercises. Now, if it cannot do so in the case of our country for poli- 
tical reasons, this would not result in any great damage. 
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In any event, XXI Unitas will engage basically in tactical operations involyv- 
ing speed, wherein the consumption of munitions ia not large, 


The Defense of the South Atlantic 


[t is undeniable that the crisis in the Persian Gulf, the tension in the 

Middle bast and the tonnage reached by the supertankers have reevaluated 

from a atrategic standpoint the South Atlantic, through which moat of the 
hydrocarbons that the Western world consumes are passing. 


As a direct result of this, the South Atlantic has become somewhat more attrac- 
tive to the Soviet Navy and, as a counterpart, an area of necessary defense 
for the United States. 


Nevertheless, two factors conspire against a total, powerful defense: first, 
Washington's inability to keep a permanent, powerful fleet in the South 
Atlantic, owing to its NATO obligations, and the requirements in the Indian 
Ocean and Persian Gulf; and second, the political incompatibility between 
Brasilia and Pretoria, which is an obstacle to the possible creation of a 
South Atlantic Defense Organization, 


Confronted with this, there has arisen the alternative of revitalizing the 
mechanism of the Inter-American Reciprocal Assistance Treaty (TIAR), which 
includes the Unitas operation, and the bilateral cooperation between the 
Navies which, at present, is being intensified between Argentina and Brazil 
(as shown by the recent Fraternal exercise), and between Argentina and the 
United States. 


This is why the exercises to be carried out next week between Puerto Belgrano 
and Mar del Plata, at a distance of about 180 miles off the coast (depth must 
be sought for the exercises with submarines), represent far more at the pre- 
sent time than an ordinary operation.

JUJUY DAM TO ACQUIRE TURBINES THROUGH BLDDING

{Text} San Salvador de Jujuy--Officials from the Water and Electric Power 
entity notified the government of the province that nine companies have 
appeared with 18 proposals in the bidding held in this province for the 
purpose of providing the powerhouse for the Lae Maderas dam with two turbines. 


The Water and Power entity made the pertinent technical and legal study, as 
well as the analysis of the financing for the bidding conducted at the appro- 
priate time by the state company for the purpose of supplying and putting 
into operation two 15 Mw hydroelectric turbines. 


In order to inform the provincial executive body on the main aspects of the 
technical, legal and financial reports, Engineer Alvarez, the contracting 
manager of Water and Power of the Nation, Engineer Zacarias Dawidowski, and 
the adviser to that management office, Dr Ronald Jordan Lopez, visited the 
oftice of the head of the Ministry of Economy, and reperted that nine com- 
panies had appeared for the bidding, making 18 offers to install machinery 
of different origins. 


The following topics were analyzed in the summarized study: a. implementation 
of the bidding form; b. financial analysis; c. economic status; d. summary of 
the basic bids and alternatives; e. technical analysis; f. conduct of the 
companies with respect to the state; g. origin of the equipment; h. fulfill- 
ment of the contract and similar work at a standstill; legal analysis; }j. 
conclusions; and k. recommendations. 


The approximate amount of the investment is some $15 million, and the final 
determination for the awarding of the project will be done by the provincial 
government which, once all the background information contained in the report 
provided by the Water and Electric Power Company of the Nation has been ana- 
lyzed in detail, will make the pertinent decision.

NEW GAS PIPELINE TO BE COMPLETED NEXT YEAR

construction of the Recreo-Chumbicha-Catamarca-La Rioja gas pipeline. 


Particular importance is attached to this project, because it will foster 
the developmentof the Catamarca central valley and of an extensive sector 
of the northern part of La Rioja. 


The arrival of the pipes for the construction of the gas pipeline at the 
Chumbicha station (in the department of Capayan) was a remarkable event. 
The material arrived by rail, thereby resuming the service which had been 
suspended at the end of June 1978. 





The governor of this province, Commodore Oscar Barcena, and the minister in 
charge of the executive branch in La Rioja, Commodore Pablo Favega, met in 
Chumbicha to receive the material. The arrival of the train was enthusias- 
tically greeted by a large number of inhabitants gathered at the station, 


The Work Begins 


The under secretary of public works, land surveyor Rene Eduardo Aden, cited 
the importance of the gas pipeline to a large area and, subsequently, inaugu- 
rated the work officially. 


Next, the parish priest of the locality, Father Justo Pastor Ontiveros, 
blessed the material. 


It should be noted that the work will be carried out with a contribution 
from the nation (Regional Development Fund) granted in equal portions to 
voth provinces. 


The gas pipeline starts from Recreo (15 kilometers from here) and continues 
parallel to National Route No 60. At 110 kilometers it arrives at Chumbicha, 
separating in two sections at La Rioja and northward to Catamarca. 








Ihe period of time for completing the work will be a year, and the installa- 
tion of household gas service in both capitals is planned, 


Industrial Park 


Moreover, the path parallel to the aforementioned route will make it possible 
for the gas pipeline to supply a flow to the industrial park which is being 
constructed at an accelerated rate a few kilometers from the capital of Cata- 


marca, 


In this regard, it should be pointed out that the local government has placed 
stress on the existence of industrial parks, in which major industries have 
become established.

ENERGY, FUEL INVESTMENT PLANS FOR 1980-1989 
La Paz EL DIARIO in Spanish 10 Sep 80 p 4 


Text | Buenos Aires, 8 Sep(TELAM) --Over the next 10 years Argentina will 
invest $120 million in public works projects in a program that includes 
ambitious energy projects, self-sufficiency in oil, the implementation of 

a modern system of communications on the national and international levels, 
the renovation of highways and railroads in order the meet the transportation 
demands of the constant economic development, and everything relating to 

the improvement of health, sanitation services and education. 


According to official figures, this is the first time Argentina has insti- 
tuted a 10-year public investment plan that provides for projects for the 

period between 1980 and 1989, In the case of the energy projects, due to 

their special characteristics, work will last until the year 2000. 


Energy 


There will be a 166.3 percent growth in installed potential with an invest- 
ment of $36,566 million, which will raise generating capacity from 9,3} to 
29,820 megawatts. 


Among the main projects are plants currently under construction, to be fin- 
ished sometime during the decade, and others which will be finished after 
1989, such as Corpus (which is scheduled to be finished in 1994), 


One of the most important undertakings is Yacireta, the binational hydro- 
electric complex which is being built jointly with Paraguay. When it begins 
operations in 1989 with 20 turbines working at full capacity, it will gen- 
erate 17,000 GWH. 


Other important projects include the hydroelectric plant at Alicura and the 
nuclear plant at Rio Tercero, which will bring to three the number of nuclear 
plants in Argentina, 


By 1995 energy sources will be distributed as follows: 23 percent steam-gen- 
erated, 67 percent hydroelectric and 10 percent nuclear. Right now steam 
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generation accounts for 62 percent, while hydroelectric represents 33 percent 
and nuclear only 5 percent,

In the area of fuels, an investment of $14,669 billion is envisioned for 
the purpose of increasing crude 011 production, Self-sufficiency should 
be attained by 1982-63, with the drilling of 800 wells a year, 


Gas production is also supposed to increase by 87 percent; plans are under- 
way to complement the projects involved in the General Cerri ethane plant 
and to extend the North San Martin, San Geronimo-Pacheco and Central-West 
gas pipelines.

REPORTAGE ON AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENTS 
Corn, Sorghum Sowing Up 
Buenos Aires LA NACION in Spanish 20 Sep 80 Sec 3 p 2 


[Text] Next month the Secretariat of Agriculture and Livestock will 
ascertain the estimated coarse grain plantings for the current 
farming season. Nevertheless, the secretariat is already checking out 
a number of projections as to their possible size, though giving them 
the provisional status that such premature estimates warrant. 


The general notion, picked up not only by the institutions themselv-_s 
but also in talks with specific farm sectors, such as the seed 

nursery owners, is that there will be sizable increases in corn and, 
above all, sorghum, while sunflowers will decline somewhat, and soybeans 
will remain the same or drop slightly. 


To be somewhat more specific, according to the figures cited by seed 
producers and dealers, the corn plantings will be up 25 percent from 
last year with sorghum up between 30 and 40 percent. 


The marketing of soybean seeds began a little more than 2 weeks ago, 
and thus it is too early to give any assessment. Furthermore, two 
observations are in order in this instance. First, the sowing of the 
first soybean cropcovers between 20 and 30 percent of the total, the 
remainder being a second crop over wheat stubble; second, problems 

have been reported regarding the quality of the seeds. With respect 

to the first point, although it is not proper procedure in conser- 
vationist farming that does not resort to artificial nutrients on a 
mass scale, it is unlikely that growers who planted wheat will not 

take advantage of the opportunity to plant the second soybean crop over 
wheat stubble, and this will help maintain the previous planting level, 
which was close to 2 million hectares. 


Regarding the other observation, which could, in fact, keep this year's 
levels below last year's, official agencies point out that there will 
be no problems supplying the types of seeds stipulated in the law. 
Nevertheless, given the difficulties prompted by the abnormal weather 
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mditione laet year, erowers are beifne advised to make sure of the 
perminetive capacity of their seeds, which should be af least 80 
percent, before planting in addition, te prevent needless losses 

{ ger@inative capacity afterwards, the sowing should be delayed as 
much a® peseible @o that the soil te at the proper temperature and not 
tow eold Another recommendation to gtowera t6 that they aow on 
the surface and in eufficiently moist soil; most importantly, the seeds 
sheuld be cured 


we should reiterate that the aforementioned figures on possible 
ifireases if 4cfea@ge just give a rough indication of what i currently 
going on in thie regard, we should bear in wind that the lack of 
moreture af several areas, which has been alleviated in some of them 
by the fecent fains, hee been delaying grower decisions, which tips 
the balance further in favor of sorghum, whose price is about the same 
ae corn and which, moreover, tolerates a lack of water better. As far 
ae sunflowers are coneerned, the speculation is that expanded wheat 
plantingée in southeastern and southwestern Buenos Aires will reduce 
the potential in thoee typical growing areas. Nevertheless, sunflower 
ac reas wuld later post gainge in corn-growing areas if the relative 
pficee are favorable, and in fact in recent months there has been a 
fieinog trend in sunflower prices. 


With ec gard te the acreage of fine and coarse grains together, the 

moet witely held idea is that growers will recover the 500,000 hectares 
that were not cultivated last year, thus returning to a level of 20.3 
mil’ior cteree, which is about the ceiling for agriculture on the 
Paapa’ under current growing conditions. Any further expansion, it 

is soted, would have to come from inroads into livestock, and the 
e.atietics used as indicatore do not point in this direction. 


Pravet sector 


Private circles agree with the Agriculture and Livestock Secretariat's 
preliminary observations a8 to the increases in sorghum and corn sowings, 
aithough the feeling is that in order for corn to be up 25 percent from 
last year, heavy rainfall is necessary over the next few days. 


There is a certain degree of pessimism about sunflowers, the feeling 
being that the acreage will be down between 30 and 35 percent from 1979. 
“There is no room for sunflowers,” we were told, with the added 

comment that in the Chaco, for example, where about 250,000 hectares 
were supposed to be sown, between 460,000 and 50,000 were ultimately 
planted, with the rest earmarked for sorghum.

With regard to Mr Aldao's 
prediction of a \O-mililion ton wheat harvest, his estimate could be 
based on multiplying the normal wheat yield of 1,600 to 1,700 kilo- 
grame per hectare by the 6 million hectares that have been planted.

on information from his own undereecretariat of agrarian economy, we 
should remember that weather conditions and timely rains [sentence ends] 





It is interesting that the United States Department of Agriculture has 
made similar estimates for our country. Based on its data as of the 
first of thie month, it predicts a wheat harvest of 8.8 million tons, 
a corn and sorghum crop of 17.1 million tone and an oilseed crop of 
6.3 million tone, which gives a total of 32.2 million tons, which 
would be one of our largest harveste, as Mr Gobbee stated. 


Thies coincides, morever, with an increase in acreage and the cumulative 
rise in unit yields over the past decade, which comes to a million 
tone 4 yvear. 


More cautious though equally authoritative voices point out that crop 
prospects are very good in terms of acreage, which, no one disputes, 
is appreciably greater than last year. But the outlook is still 
uncertain because of the rainfall problem. There is a water shortage in 
the west, in Cordoba and in Santa Fe, inasmuch as the recent rainfall 
benefited part of Suenos Aires and, to a emall degree, Santa Fe. The 
wheat is doing well in southern Buenos Aires and is in generally good 
condition, but having a tough time, in the corn-growing region. Thus, 
what happens over the next few days is very important. The weather 
seems to be changing, and we are apparently entering a period of more 
moisture.

The Federal Meat Law 


Last Tuesday's meeting at the Interior Ministry to evaluate the 

ongoing enforcement of the Federal Meat Law was unquestionably useful. 
in addition to the interior and economy ministers, it was attended by 
the secretary of agriculture and livestock, the undersecretary of live- 
stock, the president of the National Grain Board, the governors of 
Buenos Aires, La Pampa and Entre Rios, provincial ministers, advisers 
and a very important representative, General Crespi, the secretary 
general of the presidency. 


it was made clear once and for all that all of the measures relating to 
thie issue constitute a single package, which includes amending Law 
18,811, repealing Emergency Law 19,499 and amending Decree 24, which 
complemconcs the sanitary code approved by Decree 4238/66. 


in particular, the amendments epecify the powers of the Federal and 
provincial governments, with the former having the clear-cut authority 
to take action through the National Animal Health Service. The 
current wording that “the Federal Government can take action" to enforce 
sanitation standards will now read"shall cake action,” thus replacing 

@ possibility with an obligation. Another major amendment is the one 
inserted in Decree 246 to clearly establish the slaughtering Limits for 
the various categories of establishments. These changes, worked on 
over the last 2 years by the Federal Agricultural and Livestock 
Council, which all of the provinces have a voice on through their 
agriculture and livestock secretaries, were drawn up with its approval. 





In addition, the meeting made it perfectly clear that the Federal Law 
is basically @ sanitation law, not an economic policy tool. The fact 
that specific conditions are set forth for the operations of slaughter- 
ing houses aud dressing plants entails greater competition from the 
standpoint of business honesty, not privileges. If these provisions 
have an economic impact, that is another issue, but what must be 
enforced, it was stressed, ace the sanitation standards. 
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The meeting aleo made it clear that the enforcement of the law would 
not impair competition in the purchasing of beef cattle or supplies 

to towne, These two factore will always be taken into account, and it 
ie precisely for thie reason that we cannot proceed more rapidly, it 
was montioned, 


The meeting wae also useful in evaluating what the provinces have done 
go tar in thie regard, while some, such as La Pampa and Santa Fe, 
earned the highest marks, others euch ae Buenos Aires and Cordoba 
barely passed, and Lnatre Rios was practically given a failing grade. 
This will force it to tackle more enthusiastically and resolutely a 
problem that the authorities seem determined thie time to resolve 
without haste but without lulle

ECONOMIC POLICIES BLAMED FOR CHACO PROVINCE AGRICULTURAL CRISIS

Federation (FAA) blamed the economic Leadership for "obstinacy in maintain- 
ing an exchange policy” which has led to "the bankruptcy of the regional 
economies," and warned that "the agricultural crisis in Chaco is sitting 
on a powder keg." 


[In a statement released in this city, the FAA's regional entity remarked 
that agriculture in this area "is continuing an alarming decline unequalled 
in its history,” noting that "the members of the Federation will not be 
able to reverse the spirit of rebellion that such situations produce." 


The local entity also demanded of the central body, headed by Humberto Volan- 
do, that the FAA congress, to be held on 25 September in Rosario, petition

The statement, which was approved by the branches, youth centers and entities 
affiliated with Chaco and northern Santa Fe, observed that "the agricultural 
crisis in Chaco is sitting on a powder keg, and was caused by a debt that 
already amounts to several hundred million dollars." It added: "Thanks to 
the generosity of the creditors, a chain reaction that would have destroyed 
the regional economy has been avoided."

JUNTA REPORTEDLY OONTEMPLATING LEGALIZING QGOCA PRODUCTION

[Text] New York, 28 August (PL)--Officials of the Bolivian military 
regime raised the possibility of legalizing the large-scale cultivation 
of coca to earn revenues because of the difficulties it has had in 
obtaining credits due to its international isolation. 


Foreign journalists questioned in La Paz several weeks ago identified 
Interior Minister Col Luis Arce Gomez as one of the proponents of this 
proposal, according to the LATIN AMERICAN WEEKLY REPORT. 


Remember that Arce Gomez recently warned that the United Srates “will 
have to be guided by the consequences" if it continues to withhold 
assistance to Bolivia to combat the drug traffic. 


The obvious participation of known drug traffickers such as Jose 

Baptista Abraham of Santa Cruz in the preparation and financing of the 

coup and the important posts they were given in the Bolivian administration 
as compensation forced Washington to withdraw its assistance. 


According to the WEEKLY, the mental stability of the Bolivian minister 
has been questioned by U.S. diplomats, but no one questions--the WEEKLY 
states--the support the drug maffia provided the coup plotters on 

17 July. 


The WEEKLY reports that a drug dealer from Santa Cruz traveled to La 

Paz shortly after the coup with $70 million to help amortize the foreign 
debt since a payment needed to be paid immediately. Bolivia's foreign 
debt is over $3.7 billion and this year alone the nation must pay 

$160 million to amortize its debt. 


The LATIN AMERICAN WEEKLY REPORT points out that the obvious participation 
by drug traffickers in the Bolivian government has earned it internation- 
al rejection. Five weeks after the coup, only 17 nations have recognized 
the junta. Some observers, the WEEKLY states, have labeled the supporters 
of Garcia Meza as “political lumpen” and it goes on to say that "Garcia 
Meza unquestionably lacks the support of any significant political force.*

CUBAN JOURNAL REPORTS ON 'REPRESSLON' BY NEW REGIME

(Text) The tales, some of them hair-raising, told by those who have 
managed to escape from what is called the “Bolivian hell” have made it 
possible to generally reconstruct the terrible situation suffered by the 
people of that nation, the poorest in South America despite its consider- 
able natural resources. 


Paramilitary bands led by Argentine security police make sweeps through 
La Paz and other cities as well as through mining districts, hunting op- 
ponents of Gen Luis Garcia Meza's regime. 


The curfew remains in force throughout the country, although it is 2 hours 
later in some regions. As a result, the managers of the luxury hotels in 
the capital warn their quests not to lean out of the windows or turn on 
the lights after 11 p.m. 


The gunfire heard night after night demonstrates that the warning is weil 
founded and that resistence to the junta is continuing. 


The clandestine press, in turn, has begun to report the atrocities commit- 
ted by the Army and the paramilitary bands. 


It was thus that people learned about the murder, in the Huanuni area, 

of a young soldier by an officer when he refused to open fire on his home, 
from whose windows his parents and brothers and sisters were watching the 
scene. 


In the same area, attacked by “rangers” after having been attacked with 
tanks and aircraft, another young man was cut in two by a burst from a 
heavy-caliber machine gun for the crime of looking out the doorway of a 
house to see what was going on. 
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In the Caracoles district, over 900 miners disappeared after the attack on 
the area, an action in which dozens of men died, and even the young girls 
were raped, The dead were decapitated before being loaded into military 
trucks which then left for an unknown destination. 


One of the foreign correspondents who had to flee Bolivia heard a conver- 
sation in a La Paz bookstore in which former dictator Hugo Banzer was 
accused of having been present at the torture of former presidential can- 
didate Marcelo Quiroga Santa Cruz. 


ihe head of Socialist Party One was captured and wounded by gunfire on 

1? July when paramilitary bands attacked the Bolivian Labor Federation 
(COB) office, where a meeting was being held by leaders of the National 
Council fos the Defense of Democracy (CONADE), which is composed of poli- 
tical, workers', peasants’, students' and religious organizations. 


Quiroga Santa Cruz, who was murdered at armed forces headquarters, was the 
principal accuser of Banzer in the legislature's proceeding against the 
latter for embezzlement, treason, violation of human rights and other 
crimes committed during his dictatorship, from 1971 to 1978. 


ALthough the former dictator has tried to disclaim any links with the coup 
leaders, people in the capital recall that weeks before the last election 
he made a "private" tour through Argentina, Brazil, Paraguay and Uruguay 
that was believed related to cocaine trafficking. 


Opposition groups now believe that during that trip Banzer sought help for 
the 17 July coup, invoking the “Viola Agreement," approved by those at the 
13th Inter-American Meeting of Army Chiefs of Staff, which took place in 
Bogota in 1979. 


A major statement in the agreement, proposed by the then commander~-in-chief 
of the Argentine Army, Gen Roberto Viola, sets forth the need to install 

a military recime in Bolivia to safeaquard the borders of the Southern 
Cone's military dictatorships. 


The proven presence of Argentines in the paramilitary bands and among the 
torturers who interrogate prisoners, and a $200 million credit granted by 
Buenos Aires to the coup leaders, indicate that the request was honored. 


At present, Banzer is on another "private" trip, this time to Brazil, which 
has not given coup leaders real support, although, like the other Southern 
Cone regimes (except for Chile, with whom Bolivia had no relations), it 

did recognize Garcia Meza's government. 


People in La Paz believe that the former dictator is primarily seeking 
financial aid and that he will offer Santa Cruz gas and iron from the 
Mutun deposits in exchange.

In addition to the shots heard every night in La Paz and international 
rejection, other problems are troubling the coup leaders. 


One of them is the clandestine constitutional government, inaugurated by 
President-elect Hernan Siles Zuazo on 6 Auguat, the day on 

which it should actually have been installed, subject to ratification by 
Congress. 


Siles Zuazo, who governed Bolivia from 1960 to 1964, was the presidential 
candidate of the coalition Democratic and Popular Unity (UDP), composed 
of the National Revolutionary Movement of the Left (MNRI) and the Move- 
ment of the Revolutionary Left (MIR) and the Communist Party. 


The creation of this government has further strengthened the resistance 
to the junta. 


The popular support given the constitutional government has been demon- 
strated by the fact that since the arrests on the first day of the coup, 
no other important UDP or CONADE leader has fallen into the military's 
hands. 


Also of great concern to the coup leaders is the increasing friction among 
top officials, friction that has been evident since the moment the coup 
took place. 


Days after the uprising, the military chief in Cochabamba, Col Mario 
Vargas Salinas, who supported the move to preserve the unity of the armed 
forces, was replaced. 


An attempt was made todo the same to Gen Hugo Echevarria in Santa Cruz, but, 
with the support of the II Army Corps, he refused to surrender his 
command. 


In an effort to deal with the increasing friction among top military 
leaders, Garcia Meza visited the country's main garrisons, but, judging 
from recent events, he was not entirely successful. 


On returning to La Paz, he granted himself a promotion to Division General. 
Also promoted were Air Force chief Waldo Bernal and the other member of 
the junta, Rear Adm Ramiro Tarraza. 


Immediately after that, he announced that the new promotions and changes 
in command would not be made public and that the heads of border units 
would be shifted to the principal cities, and vice versa. 


This gambit and those promotions tend to dampen the aspirations of such 
officers as General Echevarria, a known Santa Cruz drug trafficker, 
to the highest military posts. 
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Tales concerning the disputes among the military are heard everywhere. 


A few days ago, a grandson of the deposed president, Lidia Gueiler, who 
had spent weeks with her in the safety of the papal mission in La Paz, 
spoke of that on arriving in Paris. 


Luis Siles brought up the possibility of a counter-coup carried out by 
younger otficers disgusted with the turn of events in the Andean nation. 


Measures adopted by the military junta in recent days suggest that his 
Opinion is correct. 


Moreover, the refusal to allow Mrs Gueiler to leave the country, on 
grounds that she made false statements to the press, can be considered a 
pretext for keeping her in Bolivia with a view to possible political 
bargaining. 


The military leaders clearly recall that last February, when Garcia Meza 
was placed in charge of the Army, a dictatorship somewhat like that in 
Uruguay (with a civilian as president) was established. 


Finally, whether they try to overcome popular resistance or to carry out 
other maneuvers, the coup leaders will simply bring about precisely what 
the Americans are attempting to avoid: radicalization of the impoverished 
Bolivian masses.

ported to go exclusively to public enterprises that have large civil pro- 
jects underway, such as the binational Itaipu project. The option to 
import from the Soviet Union is due to its prices and the fact that the 
Soviets are prepared to supply it, besides which the trade balance between 
the two countries is favorable to Brazil in a ratio of three to one.

for current strategy of economic policy, it is possible to divide the equip- 
ment between national industry and imports. If Brazil has an interest in

According to the report of the special committee of the Foreign Ministry 
charged with studying trade between Brazil and the European socialiet 
countries, in the case of Poland, Brazil's constant and growing favorable 
balance represents the main obstacle to expansion of exports. 


Poland has been Brazil's principal trade partner in Eastern Europe since 
19/6, surpassing the positfion which the Soviet Union had held until that 
time. In the period 1975/79, exchange with Poland (the most important 
exports) increased at an average annual rate of about 25.1 percent compared 
to only 12.3 pereent for overall trade with the whole world, going [from 
S211.8 million to $518.5 million. 





In the meantime, exports declined more than imports. Brazilian sales went 
from a total of $134.3 million in 1975 to $434.1 million last year; 

that is, an average rate of 4.1 percent annually, making Poland the 
country's tenth market since 1978. 


in exchange, Polish imports developed from $77.5 million in 1975 to only 
984.3 million in 1979 (the record was $106.9 million in 1976). 


‘In a country with a planned economy where the decisions regarding imports 
are of a governmental nature, it is important that we be able to establich 
a more permanent trade flow," observed Eduardo Carvalho.

GALVEAS: ANTI-INFLATLON MEASURES ACHIEVING RESULTS 
Rio de Janeiro O GLOBO in Portuguese 10 Sep 80 p 19 


[Text] Finance Minister Ernane Galveas said yesterday that the decline of 
the inflation rate from 8.4 percent in July to 6.9 percent in August ts 
the first response to the measures adopted by the government in the mone- 
tary and tax areas to check the inflationary spiral. It demonstrates 

also that the means of payment (on demand deposits in the banks and money 
in the hands of the public) are beginning to adjust to that process. 


Although he admitted that the general price index (inflation rate) remains 
high “owing to wholesale and civil construction price indices," Galveas 
regarded that as natural because there were rising pressures during the 
first half of the year that had not figured in the government's original 
forecasts. 


"One example is oil, which has increased $12 a barrel since the second 

half of 1979. That exerted strong pressure on the prices of primary goods 
and forced us to absorb that increase gradually in order not to create 
greater problems. I believe that inflation is beginning to decline now 

and that by the end of the year we will have a lower rate than at present.” 


Ernane Galveas said that there is not the slightest possibility that the 
government will promote a new maxi-devaluation of the cruzeiro because the 
monetary authorities are striving to maintain the course of the current 
exchange policy, "which can be demonstrated by the fact that we have stip- 
ulated the target to be reached in June of next year." 


According to the finance minister, the advantage of making a prior announce- 
ment of exchange devaluations is that it puts the exporters at ease, who 

can then program their costs in advance. However, he did not discount 

the possibility of corrections "inasmuch as this year we have already modi- 
fied the limit from 40 to 50 percent." 


He revealed that this year export credits were increased by 99.7 percent, 
going from 99 billion cruzeiros in 1979 to 195.7 billion, and that, in 
addition, the advances of exchange contracts are completely free. 
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government is presently studying the possibility of releasing another 30 
million erugeiros to the sector, 


As for the proposal to create 4 promissory note for exports, Galveas 
said that the matter will be discussed with the bankers, 


The finance minister revealed al#o that in Auguet there was a drop of 
S200 million in the exchange reserves “which must now be around $7 bil- 
L ion,” 


With regard to Planning Minister Delfim Netto's trip to Germany, Galveas 
said that its purpose was to lend preatige to the itesuance of Brazilian 

Nuclear Corporation (NUCLEBRAS) bonds on the German market. He revealed 
thac it wae the German bankers themselves who requested Delfim's pres- 

ence at the ceremony.

LANGONT ANNOUNCES INCREASED SUBSIDIES FOR EXPORTERS 


Rio de Janeiro O GLOBO in Portuguese 10 Sep 80 p 2) 


[Text] The president of the Central Bank, Carios Langon|, sterday 
told the businessmen present at the Fifth National Fxport: leeting 
(ENAEX) that in order to compensate for the loss of profita>. ity caused 


by the current exchange policy, the government is going to expand the 
subsidized financing granted to the export sector. 


"Through subsidized funds," he said, “we will minimize the effects of 
the disparity between the exchange rate and inflation." 


In the opinion of the president of the Central Bank, the difference that 
exists between the prefixed rates of monetary correction and exchange 
correction--50 percent this year--and the inflation rate will gradually 
be eliminated with the decline of inflation. 

According to Langoni, the inflation rate in August was a "good result." 
But due to the adoption of a gradualist policy of fighting inflation in 
his view, an effective drop in indices will occur only in the course of 
time and it is not possible to indicate in what month or vear that decline 
will occur most effectively. 


More Funds 


He explained that the expansion of financing granted for the production of 
exportable goods and their marketing will be achieved "by remanaging 
monetary budget funds in such a way as to insure a greater availability of 
funds for the programs covered by Resolutions 602, 329/330 and 529 of 

the Financing and Export Fund (FINEX), as well as with the new source of 
funds covered by Resolution 637, signed last Friday. 


With regard to Resolutions 602 and 329/330--the first pertains to financing 
the working capital of certain products aimed at export, and the second, 

to credit granted to trading companies--the purpose of the Central Bank 

is “to make them more automatic and less dependent on bureaucratic 
restraints. It is also planned to implement Resolution 620, with a long 
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cyele that will adapt tteelf better to the neede for financing the produ 
tion of exportable goods," 


Langoni revealed also that the products affected most by competition abroad 
may be given special treatment, through the revision of the rate of {inan- 
cing for export, The Foreign Trade Department of the Bank of Brazil! 
(CACEX) is studying which products should be most favored, 


Foreign Funds 


Resolution 637, announced by the Central Bank last Friday, permits 
Brazilian banks, especially those that have branches abroad, to attract 
foreign funds to finance the importer of Brazilian products (buyer's 
credit), 


"The system is completely automatic and decentralized, using the whole 
private financing network, CACEX will utilize funds passed through the 
Central Bank to effect an equalization between the external attraction 
rate--about 12 percent--and the rate prevailing in financing exports-- 
8&8 percent. 


According to Langoni, the machinery will represent the involvement of the 
whole private financial system in the export effect, and principally 

the exports of services and capital goods "the financing factor of which 
many times is more critical than price in facilitating access to the 
foreign market."

PTB LEADERSHIP DISPUTE, PDT STATUS SURVEYED 
Rio De Janeiro VISAO in Portuguese 1 Sep 80 pp 16-18 


[Text] Leonel Brizola, who has the Brazilian Labor Party (PTB) charisma, 
does not have the party label; Ivette Vargas, who has the party label, 
does not have charisma. For that reason, since political!l-philosophical 
content seens to count much less than electoral] potential, the assess- 
ment that can be made of the state of Getulio Vargas’ historical legacy is 
sad, at a time when we have just commemorated the 26th anniversary of the 
caudillo's death on the 24th of last month. 


One thing is certain: the revolution has not forgiven S8rizola. If the 
judicial verdict that took the PTB label away from him and gratuitously 
handed it over to Ivette Vargas has not finished off the implementation of 
his ambitious political plans, it has at least delayed it for an indefinite 
period. Today, reduced to the support of eight federal deputies (five from 
Rio Grande do Sul and three from Rio), Brizola still faces the sharp 
criticism of those who were recently his fellow party members, who indi- 
cate him as the only one responsible for the difficulties he faces at the 
head of the small Democratic Labor Party (PDT). 


As a matter of fact, while the irreparable loss of the party iabel may 

be attributed in some way to the frequently unfathomable purposes of the 
government, the fact is that the personalistic intransigence of the former 
governor of Rio Grande do Sul dispelled any possibility of a compromise 
with Ivette Vargas. Even on the day she had won in the Superior Electoral 
Court, the former deputy publicly offered Brizola the prerogative of naming 
6 of the 11 members of the provisional party national committee, and even 
the right to name the chairman. Without consulting any of the deputies 

who supported him, Brizola rejected the proposal and publicly tore the 

PTB flag. 


The response was not long in coming. Ina little while, the former gov- 
ernor saw his parliamentary bloc, which at one time included one senator 
and more than 30 federal deputies, drain away to other opposition parties 
and his very name become more and more absent from political reportage. 
Even old allies from the very beginning, such as Ceara Deputy Antonio 
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Morais (today in the Popular Party (PP)), resigned themselves to the facts 
and sought a haven under a perty label that would guarantee their political 
survival, 


Broke the Pitcher--Politically recycled by a |l5-vear exile, Brizola 
returned to Brazil last year surrounded by the widest expectations of the 
opposition forces, The plan for reconstruction of the PTB, which he had 
initiated while still abroad, had all the elements for success; including 
the interest of the government in the emergence of a new party label with 
sufficient power to divide the most intransigent opposition forces down the 
middle. The good prospects of the party of the former Rio Grande do Sul 
governor could be measured by the success of the popular rallies attended 
by Brizola, promoted at that time in various parts of the country. 


As a matter of fact, Leonel Brizola's march to achieving a prominent posi- 
tion in the Brazilian opposition appeared so irresistible that after a 
certain time, several sectors of the opposition itself began to fight him, 
fearing the competition. And while he engag.J in innocuous controversies 
with the leadership of the defunct Brazilian Democratic Movement (MDB)-- 
which sought to resist the abolition of that party label--and expressed 
confidence in President Joao Figueiredo's political "opening," Brizola 
caused his personalistic image to grow and, at the same time, under- 
estimated the organizational activities of former Deputy Ivette Vargas. 


It seems clear that the former governor's political fate was sealed the 
moment the government realized that to leave the road wide open to him could 
be as foolhardy as raising a jaguar in the backyard. That is when chance 
began to smile on [vette Vargas in terms of the dispute over the right to 
the P’B party label. She was certainly helped by the circumstance that 

she had preceded him in requesting registration of the party label; but that 
was a circumstance that certainly helped official purposes much more, 


In any case, there is a consensus today among Brizola's former allies that 
he went to the well once too often. "If Ivette had been admitted into the 
party from the beginning,” declared Deputy Car!os Alberto (Rio Grande do 
Norte), "nome of this would have happened and today she would have been 
reduced to her real proportions." With the authority of someone who was 
once the deputy leader of the Brizola bloc in the Chamber of Deputies, 
Carlos Alberto, today a member of the Brazilian Democratic Movement Party 
(PMDB), recalls that at the Labor congress held in Rio de Janeiro to decide 
the fate of the party after the loss of the party label, Brizola decided 
by the acclamation of the assembly on the course to be followed, dis- 
daining the considerations of his parliamentary bloc. 


"In the Northeast, specifically, Brizola is a name with little electoral 
support. It is even counterproductive. In exorcising the PTB, he not only 
slighted his parliamentary bloc but overestimated his national leadership," 
declared Carlos Alberto, who had even established PTB committees in scores 
of Rio Grande do Norte municipalities and launched his own candidacy for 
state governor in 1982 under that party label. 
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Optimism Despite Everything--The politicians who remain faithful to 
Brizola counter the criticism almed at him today. Magnus Guimaraes 

(Rio Grande do Sul), deputy leader of the PDT in the Chamber of Deputies, 
points out that no less than 6,000 Laborites from al} over the country 
supported their leader's decision at the Rio congress. Avvtiver Rio 
Grande do Sul figure, Alceu Colliares, leader of the bloc, argues that 
Brizola's name has always been so linked with the PTB label that after 
Ivette gained it in the Superior Electoral Court she continued to be 
supported by only one federal deputy, Jorge Curvy from Rio. 


Meanwhile, Deputy Jose Mauricio (PDT for Rio de Juneiro) appears optin- 
istic. In his opinion, the PDT will surprise everybody in the 1982 
elections because it is already organized ‘n practically all the states. 
[hat is true but it means little when it 1: known that Ivette Vargas' 

PTD also succeeded in organizing all ov r he country, the reason why she 
has already gained provisional registr. { a in the Superior Flectoral 
Court. 


The tact is that Leonel Brizola's party is practically reduced today to 
two states: Rio de Janeiro and Rio Grande do Sul. 


Reconsideration Suggested--In Rio de Janeiro, there is no hostility toward 
the Brizolists within the PTB and many politicians who have stayed with 
Ivette Vargas continue trying to convince Brizola to desist from the PDT 
adventure and vie for the leadership of the PTB with the former deputy 

at a convention. In addition, new members of the exile group from Lisbon 
who cooperated actively with the former Rio Grande do Sul governor in the 
new PTB plan have prepared a document in which they analyze the Brazilian 
political situation and recommend that Brizola return to the PTB. That 
document should be in the former governor's hands by now. 


In anv case, Rio de Janeiro continues to be one of the Brizolist strong- 
holds despite the defections that occurred after the loss of the party 
label. <A few days ago, the only state deputy for the Rio PDT, Jorge 
Roberto Silveira, son of former Governor Roberto Silveira and elected 
under the MDB party label by a large margin, decided to swing over to the 
PTB, joining fellow-members of his deceased father. Former Senator Aarao 
Steinbruch and former Federal Deputy Paiva Muniz also opted for Ivette 
Vargas' party a few days ago. 


Among the so-called historical PTB members, Brizola retains the loyalty 
of former Federal Deputies Bocayuva Cunha and Jose Talarico in Rio. 
Federal] Deputies Jose Mauricio and J. G. de Araujo Jorge--both from the 
MDB--and former Deputy Lysaneas Maciel, whose initial enthusiasm seems to 
have cooled, also remain with him. 


Thus far, the PDT has succeeded in organizing in a little more than 1/5 


of the 63 municipalities in the state and the 24 electoral zones in the 
city of Rio de Janeiro, filling the minimum required by law to request 
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provisional registration, However, most of the party committees are in the 
urban area of the capital, and both there and in the interior Ivette 
Vargas' PTB is much better organized, 





None of that is enough to kill the optimism of former Deputy Jose Colagrossi, 
who remains firm on the side of Brizola. In his opinion, "The electoral 
truth will be reestablished in the 1982 elections," 


The South, the Last Stronghold--Notwithstanding the fact that the PDT today 
has a much smaller parliamentary representation than it would have had if 
Brizola had not lost the PTB party label, the Rio Grande do Sul Brizolists 
have not lost hope. “It is a tradition in Brazil to have a parliamentary 
turnover of around 50 percent in each legislature. In 1982, with 5 opposi- 
tion parties, the turnover will reach 70 percent," asserted Deputy Romildo 
Bolzan, deputy leader of the PDT in the Rio Grande do Sul Legislative 
Assembly. 


[In Bolzan's opinion, "The PDT represents a plan for a Laborism adapted to 
the current Brazilian situation aimed at building a democratic socialism 
and is the most daring plan bc ing developed in the country today." That 
is so because "Brizola is the only Brazilian politician who has an idea 
and carries it out. Because of his past and because of his consistency, 
Brizola has gained the confidence of the people and has become a national 
hope." 


Although there are those who assert that when all is said and done, 
Brizola will end up running for governor of Rio Grande do Sul in 1982, 
other members of the Rio Grande do Sul PDT dispute that with the already 
announced intention of the former governor to vie for a senate seat for 
the state of Rio in those elections. That is really the most viable pros- 
pect considering that Brizola's objective is the presidency of the repub- 
lic in 1986. "To be governor now is risky. The current financial situa- 
tion of the states is erosive for anyone, whereas the senate represents 
the possibility of disseminating the work of the PDT throughout Brazil 

for 4 years in a broad campaign that would take Brizola to Planalto Palace 
in the future." 


At a time when all over the country there are fears for the political 
future of Leonel Brizola and his small PDT, only in Rio Grande do Sul, the 
last stronghold of Brizolism could anyone imagine the former governor on 
the way to Planalto Palace.

FIGVELREDO STRESSES NEED TO AVERT RECESSION AT ALL COST 


Fifth ENAEX Opening Session 


Rio de Janeiro JORNAL DO BRASIL in Portuguese 9 Sep 80 p 15 
[Text] The need for Brazil at all cost to avert plunging inte an economic 
recession was the principal message President Joao Figueiredo carried to 


the 1,500 participants in the Fifth National Exporters Meeting (ENAEX). 
"We must avert the recession as much as possible," he told reporters 
during the cocktail party given after the opening of the meeting in the 
Hotel Gloria. 


In his speech initiating the proceedings, the president had already said 
that “We must prevent the ill effects of the recession in other parts of 
the world from spilling over on us." He was also aware of the role 
exports will play in that national effort to ward off a recessionary 
process, and he assured the exporters that "They can count on the support 
and encouragement of my government," in establishing the goal of $27 
billion in exports for 1981. 


The opening session of the Fifth ENAEX began with a speech by the presi- 
dent of the Brazilian Exporters Association (AEB), Laerte Setubal. Accord- 
ing to him, a government policy "compatible with maintaining the compet- 
itiveness of our products” would make it possible for the export sector 

to commit itself to the new goal, despite warning that this expansion wil! 
occur “within a framework of a hostile and highly competitive world market." 


President Joao Figueiredo arrived at the Hotel Gloria at 1015 hours accom- 
panied by 10 ministers of state. After quickly touring the 48 stands of 
the "Fifth ENAEX--Objective 22 Billion” exposition, the president and his 
retinue went to the auditorium of the Hotel Gloria Convention Center to 
preside at the opening of the meeting. The stands where the chief of state 
stopped the longest were that of the Central Bank--which is exhibiting 
almost 20 kilograms of gold bars and nuggets from Serra Pelada, medals and 
coins--and those of the Brazilian Institute of Geography and Statistics 
(IBGE) and the Vale do Rio Doce Company.

(Text) Teaching aids are important in the teaching pro- 
cess for those medical professionals who participate 

in the preparation and training of future specialists. 
Taking a subject of epidemiological importance as an 
example, some criteria for selection of the aids used 
to fulfill the objectives of the education plan are 
established. The variables of image, color, movement 
and cost are analyzed in selecting the use of teaching 
aids. 


Introduction 


The scientific and technical revolution and the needs of a society like 
ours make harsh demands on the higher educational erie oe and the 
quality of the training of the different specialists there. 


lhese demands are necessary for the advance of science and technol in 
which an increasing number of medical professionals are involved. ir 
participation in the teaching process must no longer be an empirical task. 
One of the ways to increase our effectiveness is through the proper use of 
teaching aids. 


Jur initial training has been affected by information received, a factor 
which has occasionally limited the use of teaching aids. At other times, 
enthusiastic and premature propaganda has made these a pedagogical 


ob jective. 
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Some of these factors mieht be observed: 


|, Many teachers do not understand or do not accept the use of these aids 
within the educational system. This attitude is the result of training in 
education classes based on information to be memorized. Frequently, we 
try to continue this since "one teaches as one was taught." 


The scarcity of audiovisual aids limited their use to a few institutions. 


3. Much material, distributed by commercial firms, was not adapted to our 
neeus. 


All this isolated and limited their use and eventually they were presented, 
for example, if "there was too much time" after an education class was 


vver., 
Criteria to Select Teaching Aids 


leaching aids are presentation and work aids that are tied to material ob- 
jects. They support the education. process and contribute decisively to 
the achievement of its objectives. 


The aids now available provide the teacher with valuable communication 
tools. These should be consistent with the type of message, the quantity 
of information and our expectations of the student; that is, "the objective 
anid the contents are the decisive criteria for selection and use of teach- 
ine aids." 


ror example, if we want the student to repeat the steps of a procedure in 
the proper order, a book that lists such steps could be enough or they 
cOuld be written on the blackboard. If we want that procedure done, then 
we must show the student how it is done. A film or a videotape would be 
useful under these circumstances. 


We should keep in mind that every teaching aid has possibilities and char- 
acteristics that determine its selection. For example, if the objective 
the teacher establishes for his students requires a fixed color image, a 
slide that serves as an illustration and aid would be useful. 


Another criterion for selection of teaching aids refers tuo the material 
conditions of use (site, availability of equipment) and to the cost. If 
a teacher feels that a film would be useful for his class but finds that 
the institution does not have a projector, he will have to select another 
aid tnat helps achieve his objective. 


Lastly, we must not forget to mention the specific peculiarities--age, 
education and previous experience--of the students as decoders of the in- 
formation in order to choose tne most appropriate aids for this school 


group.

Based on that aidactic function, we can mention the feasibility of choos- 
ine the one that permits us to reach the proposed instruction goals and 
the advantage for the students.

. Aids for learning control; 


4. Aids for education planning; anc 














Aids for training. 


In the example that concerns us, the objective would be achieved through 
transmission of information. 


III, Characteristics of the Aid 

Once the aid that helps us achieve the objectives is classified, we must 
select the material that meets those learning objectives. We can achieve 
this throush: 


a) Means of direct perception: objects, models, pictures, photographs and 
printed material; and 


b) Audiovisual means: slides, film strips, transparencies, movies and 
television. 


IV. Selection oi the Aid 
Let us repeat our objective taken as an example:

we must ask what teaching aid will help us mgst in its achievement .° We 


must ask the following questions: 

1. Do i neec images to achieve my objectives? 

ec. IS movement necessary? 

3. Should the images be shown in color or is black and white sufficient? 
Is the cost justifiable? 

Let uS analyze these characteristics briefly. 

1. Images 


They can transmit a great quantity of information. Through them, a real- 
ity can be shaped (photography) in a relatively short time or temporarily. 


2. Movement 


It might be necessary to demonstrate how a psychomotor skill is done or 
to describe the functioning of a certain organ of the human boy. 
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3. Color 


Lt might be essential for identifying certain images--for example, skin di- 
seases or tissue coloringe-and to add another dimension of reality. 


4, Wst 

ihis is a critical point in the selection of a teaching aid since effi- 
ciency and the desired use must be considered along with minimum expense. 
A certain aid will be more appropriate wnen its cost is moderate or low 
ana student exploitation is high. 


ln the chart, we can see the possibilities of some aids for supplying the 
qualities indicated above,

For the objective that we have proposed--"to differentiate lesions from 
chicken pox and small pox"+-a /slide/ [in italics] supplies all the quali- 
ties needed to achieve this: image, color and low cost (see chart). 


An illustrated workbook might be useful if the pictures were in color but 
its cost is very high. 


If an aid like a movie or television supplied more qualities than needed 
(movement), it would not be appropriate to make such a costly investment. 
Therefore, it would not be justified for our objective. 


Conc lusions 


It is appropriate to conclude with the reminder that the definition of the 
educational objectives and contents should precede and not i:ollow the se- 
lection of a teaching aid. Although this observation seems superfluous, 
it should be kept in mind that teachers who face complex educational prob- 
lems are frequently susceptible to pressure from the manufacturers of 
equipment and materials which increase daily in number and complexity.

FREQUENT TERRORIST ACTS INDICATE GROWING RADICAL NATLONALIS

[Text] After the explosion of three bombs in Guadeloupe 
between Tuesday night and Wednesday morning, which re- 
sulted in the death of one of the European artificers, 
damaged an Air France Boeing 727, and caused the destruc- 
tion of a private yacht and a police launch, the secre- 
tary of state for overseas departments and territories, 
Paul Dijoud, affirmed /"the determination of the govern- 
ment to search out and neutralize those responsible with 
the utmost vigor."/ He stressed, however, that the sit- 
uation remains very calm in the department. This series 
of terrorist acts--the fifth in 6 months--could be the 
doing of the Armed Liberation Group (GLA), a clandestine 
organization which claimed responsibility for the prev- 
ious acts. Paul Dijoud, who is going to Guadeloupe on 
24 September, is going to try to establish the real 
status of an investigation which up to now has yielded 
no results.

In the same communique, the clandestine organization declared: /"Never 
again will Guadeloupians accept the insolence and scorn of French masters:

/“After December 31, 1980, French residing in Guadeloupe will be considered 
avowed enemies of the Guadeloupian people and treated as such. Those who 
gamble with the lives of their loved ones will have no one to blame but

This series of terrorist acts shows the rise, in Guadeloupe, of a radical 
nationalism that does not shrink from portraying problems in racial terms. 
Already, in February 1979, a pitched battle was fought between European and 
Antillan students at the Baimbridge secondary school at Pointe-a-Pitre, 
and=--just as in Martinique--metropolitan teachers had been accused of be- 
having as /‘racists"/ or /"bounty hunters."/ 
The economic crisis--forced emigration of the youth, the ruin of smal] 
gar care and banana plantations--as wel] as the refusal of both Antillan 
and French government notables to make a place for the Creole language, 
Antilian culture, or surrounding Caribbean sensitivities, explains why 
part of the youth, who have lost confidence both in the institutions and 
in the capability of the autonomist opposition to change them, is turning 
more and more toward the slogans and forms of violent struggle. 


Within the secretariat of state for overseas departments and territories,

i\Text}) Various groups and parties have made comments regarding the Fourth 
Government Report. Communist Unity of the Left [UIC] deemed the president's 
position progressive and resistant to imperialism; Carlos Cantu Rosas, of the 
dissident PARM [Authentic Party of the Mexican Revolvtion] movement, was in 
agreement with the chief executive's understandable worry over the short- 
omings and defects in organization and work; while representatives of the 
PAN [National Action Party], PCM [Mexican Communist Party! and PDM [Mexican 
Democratic Party] voiced disagreement with JLP's [Jose Lopez Portillo] state- 
ments concerning those who criticize the government's actions. 


The national leader of the PCM, Arnoldo Martinez Verdugo, claimed that the 
terms ‘rumor-mongers,' "Zoroasters" and “destroyers” used yesterday by Lopez 
Portillo to describe the critics constitute a negative aspect of the report 
because, he said, the president is attempting to stop criticism, despite the 
fact that it is a democratic function of the opposition parties. And he 
noted that, if the left scored the government regarding the communal farms, 
it was because a presidential adviser, Ugarte, stated that there would be 
amendments to the 1927 constitutional act that would affect then. 


He added that the Communists are not opposed to the country's economic deve- 
lopment, but rather to the guidelines being used by the government, favoring 
minority groups; and he remarked that, even though the president announced 
measures to curb inflation, he did not specify what they would be. 


In a press release, the LIC commented that it is obvious that the government's 
overall administration during the year covered in the report has shown a posi- 
tive result for the general interests of the people of Mexico and their deve- 
lopment, now dangerously hampered and threatened by the dependence which 

still exists in the republic, exacerbated from the stanopoint of food under 
the present circumstances. 


It ale. claimed that the essence of real progress in agrarian reform had 
been shown in the defense of the communal farms, stating that the Law on 
Agricultural-Livestock Planning and evelopment should not evade regulations 
governing the activities of the n '‘inationals in the area. 
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President's Worry Understandable: Cantu Rosas 


The PARM deputy, Carlos Cantu Rosas, in turn, pointed out that the president's 
worry over the shortcomings and defects in organization and work on the part 
of those responsible for food production (the Secretariat of Agriculture and 
CONASUPO (Government Basic Commodities Company]) is understandable; claiming 
that these flaws also exist, and most particularly, in the railroads, a 
department which leaves thousands of tons of food in tanks, on ships and in 
warenouses, spoiling because of the negligence in its shipment. 


ACOMAC Analysis Seminar 


The Community Action Political Association, Inc. (ACOMAC) held a seminar to 
analyze the report, at which Arturo Martinez Natera observed that Mexican 
capitalism has succeeded in recovering, without giving in co the national 
outery to change course for the benefit of the workers. Guillermo Perez 
Velasco claimed that the agricultural failure (which dates back to 1965) has 
not been surmounted by the Alliance for Production, and that the announced 
proposal for the Law on Agricultural-Livestock Development will only open 

a national discussion regarding the collective requirements and priorities 
in the use of the land. 


The President's Statements Were Aggressive: PAN 


As a press conference headed by the PAN's national director, Abel Vicencio 
Tovar, 15 legislators from this party challenged various aspects of the report, 
such as its references to criticism, the agrarian policy, the right to infor- 
mation and economic nolicy. 


Vicencio Tovar declai that the aggressive statements made by President Lopez 
Portillo against all those who do not think or feel as he does are not consis- 
tent with the appeals for evervone to cooperate on the solutions to the nation's 
problems regardless of ideology. 


Deputy Carlos Amaya, for his part, claimed that the communal farm has been 
an ‘outright failure," because it has been used as a weapon for political 
control, and although expressing virulent opposition to it as a means of 
holding land, Vicencio Tovar pointed out that the FAN fccls that it should be 
respected, and that what is needed is to put an end to bureacratism and to 
increase its productive efficiency. 


Deputy Carmen Jimenez de Avila and Pablo Emilio Madero criticized the oil 

policy, and expressed their concern over the lack of determination of what 
must be supplied to the Central American and Caribbean countries, with an

| Text, The secretary of finance, David Ibarra Munoz, has just announced a 
beneiicial measure for the genuinely popular economy, in etating that, with 
the consent of President Lopes Portillo, 28 billion pesos (originating from 
funde subject to budgeting) will be earmarked for the programe of the Mexican 
Food System for basic products and of Coplamar. 


The finance secretary explained that this sum would be added to the 147 bil- 
lion included in this year's budget for the Mexican Pood System (SAM); hence, 
a total fund amounting to 175 billion pesos is available for the aforemention- 
ed programs. 


But, in addition to this investment, in order to seek a more equitable distri- 
bution of the national wealth, Ibarra Munoz mentioned the presidential propos- 
al aimed at taxes with rates of up to 35 percent on luxury items of conspicu- 
sus consumption, such as executive jets, yachts, luxury cars, etc., whereas 
there would be reductions of up to 65 percent in the taxes currently being 
paid by workers who earn wages equivalent to twice the minimum wage. 


In other words, such a reduction would be equivalent to an actual benefit of 
1i billion pesos less in taxes for workers earning low wages. 


The official explained: “When our product grows § percent and employment 
between © and 7 percent, the soundness of our economy is proven, despite the 
unfavorable external factors.” 


He noted that this economic soundness will also be based on a new tax package 
‘announced by the president), which, in addition to the tax exemptions for 
individuals with low income, includes favorable tax treatment for the con- 
struction of public housing, and exemptions from the VAT [value added tax) 
and the popular consumer basket, representing nearly 90 percent.

the commander ang minister of MIDA (Ministry of Agricultural Development] dis- 
cussed several points with hundreds of workers at the national meeting of the 
MOA [Workers Literacy Militias] which took place in the Central American 
College. 


He said that the same vanguard spirit is needed that they applied to the 
literacy program, in order to be able, through greater sacrifice, to face 
the difficult battle of the national economy in 1981. 


He emphasized that the National Directorate of the FSLN (Sandinist National 
Liberation Front] does not try to delude its people by showing that every- 
thing is fine, because this is not the case. There are labor interests 
that have not been settled, like salaries, lodgings, etc., but their true 
interests are essentially being resolved. He said that in the past there 
was a generation that gave up even their lives for us and that it was 
necessary to clarify that our sacrifice will be of benefit to the future of 
our children. 


Combat Cronyism 


He stated that the present basic task of the workers is to resolve bureaucy, 
both in private and state administration. He said that “we have been 
bypassing in state administrations, where chiefs employ their friends and 
the latter in turn employ others, thue increasing the number of employees, 
but without improving the quality of work.” 
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MIDA's Firm Hand With Respect to Abuses 


Commander Wheelock explained that at MIDA there have been two deaths 
through accidents per month, which results not only in loss of lite, but 

of material. "Some persons misuse government vehicles, using them to go to 
the seashore. Others drive them while completely drunk, and the vehicles 
later appear in ditches," said the commander. 


He said that in the face of this situation, it was decided to dismiss anyone 
who misuses government vehicles and other state property; and that at 
present, however difficult it may be, procedures have been initiated to 
dismiss several MIDA workers. 


The MIDA minister called on workers to denounce these abuses in state 
institutions and enterprises, and to help to resolve the bureaucracy, 
absenteeism, and goldbricking that prevail in those inst (tutions. 


In 1981 the MOA's will aleo be a vanguard detachment upon joining the 
Volunteer Workers Militias, in order to cooperate with the National 
Directorate of the FSLN in the fulfilment of tasks leading to the austerity 
and efficiency required by the country. 


This announcement was made yesterday by the secretary of the CST [Sandinist 
Workers Federation], Comrade Denis Melendez, during the National Meeting of 
the MOA's, which took place in the Central American College in this capital. 


The purpose of this meeting was to indicate the results of the participation 
of the MOA's in the Literacy Campaign and to plan the tasks to be implemented 
during 1981, the year of efficiency and austerity.

COOPERATION PANEL REACHES ACCORD ON DUTCH AID

[ANP Report: "Aid for Suriname Agreed" ] 


[Text] Paramaribo--The Netherlands-Suriname Development Cooperation Commis- 
sion [CONS] has approved in principle 55 development projects for Surinam 
involving a total sum of 500 million guilders. This means that most p:ojects 
(96 percent) which the Suriname Government had submitted to CONS in ihe 
framework of the emergency program can be carried out. 


The CONS met in Paramaribo last week and avoided the problematival issue of 
index-linking the aid. Talks between Minister Without Portfoiio of Develop- 
ment Aid de Koning and [Suriname] Prime Minister Chin A Sen in the summer 
were broken off because the Netherlands refused to comply with Suriname's 
wish for the aid to be made inflation-proof. 


Of the 500 million guilders which has now been alloted, around half will 
be devoted directly or indirectly to the productive sector including agri- 
culture. A sum has been earmarked for the Kabalebo project--the hydroelec- 
tric power station with surrounding reservoirs and dams--intended for tie 
development of West Suriname. In addition agreement has been reached on a 
plan to build 1,000 houses and to improve welfare facilities. 


Program 


At the end of the 15th CONS meeting Dutch Delegation Chairman Professor F, 

Van Dam announced that half of the previous projects have not been carried 

out. The 80 million guilders earmarked for these projects will now be in- 

cluded in the 500 million guilders for implementing the emergency program. 

However he did not say that the unimplemented projects have been completely 
shelved. 





A large number of those projects will be incorporated into the new govern- 
ment's emergency program. In order to avert the danger of already agreed 
projects not being implemented a monitoring and control center is now being 
set up to which Suriname and the Netherlands are each alloting 1 million 
guilders.

PAPER APPLAUDS ARGENTINE=BRAZILLAN NUCLEAR RAPPROCHEMENT

[Text] Relations between Braz‘l and Argentina have traditionally been 
marked by competitive emulation and a drive for regional protectionism 
which drove a wedge bef. on *he two countries and not infrequently gave 
cause for the type of iciio\ which extends beyond the boundaries of the 
nations involved In ‘act, these frictions were projected to the rest of 
the area and upset the ©° ©: vy functioning of multilateral organizations 
to which both countries belong. 


The difficult negotiations which cleared the way for the construction of 
the huge dams at Itaipu and Corpus constituted a turning point in the re- 
lationship and a move toward collaboration and joint action which, last 
week, reached its highest point with the new meeting between Presidents 
Videla and Figueiredo. The consensus reached on world and regional 
politics; the similarity of their strong demands--as developing nations-- 
directed to the highly industrialized countries, when the hamstrung 
"North-South dialogue" will once again be taken up in the UN; the sensible 
claim for an integrated plan, open to the pluralistic political regimes 
of their associates, and the specific reciprocal cooperation agreements, 
will serve to strengthen the international presence of the two great 
neighbors and simultaneously of Latin America. Moreover, all this will 
give a positive turn to the current bonds developing on the continent. 


However, there is one item, namely the nuclear counter-concessions sti- 
pulated, which have acquired cencrete and very special importance on the 
agenda. 


Given the irreversible position of the world oil market, subject to dis- 
cretionary price increases set by OPEC members and threatened, in any 
event, by drying up of the wells, the oil-producing countries who are un- 
able to attain even near self-sufficiency levels of output, have no 
immeciate and viable alternative from the industrial scale use, other 
than to resort to nuclear power. The 24 highly developed OECD countries 
alone in 1979 produced the nuclear power equivalent of what could be 
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space devices for hostile purposes alone, the Pentagon spent US $50 
billion within a single decadk Current, the United States, the USSR, 
France, Red China and India have atomic bombs, but by the end of the 
entury, at least 53O nations will have the technological know-how required 
LO produce (hese Weapons, even though they may make no effort to do so. 
lhe dissemination of nuclear arms is inevitable although the risks of a 
confrontation at that level remain ligited to the two super powers. When 
enriched uranium is offered to the underdeveloped countries so that they 
my teed their fea tore, while at the same tig retusing them access to 
processing methodology and the recycling of the fuels, the real aim is to 
subiect them to a new form of dependence and subordination. 
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
